Wbat a XoDitott Correiiiondant Plnds In 
i tbe PUBM of a Forthcomlatf Book. 



•'From the manuscript of a forth- 
coming volume, the work of a pious 
Catholic lady, the daughter of one of 
the oldest Roman Cuiholic citizens of 
Baltimore, the late David Williamsou, 
of Lexington Manor," the London cor- 
respondent of the Cincinnati 'jEnqui- 
rer" relates the only true love story of 
Pius IX, as related by the Baronflss 
de Siosky, the Holy Father's iatimate 
friend. The young Cftant Giovanni 
Mastai Feretti, the story says, a na- 
tive of Siuig!i^.'lia, met and loved at 
Rome Camilla Devoti, the lovely and 
accomplished daughter of a widow 
lady, and to wliom he had been es- 
•peeially drawn by her marvelous sing- 
ing. They read the poets together, 
and it came to pass that the young 
nobleman desired to bo a soldier, to 
be more vforthy of his promised bride. 
Ho applied to Prince Barberini, Gom- 
mande'i- of the Papal Body-Guard, and 
'<;v»:a8 repulsed somewhat rudely with 
the remark that his slender frame was 
better fitted for a priest's garb than a 
dragoon's. The young Count appeal- 
ed to the Pope, Pius VII, und was 
promised his commission and spent a 
happy evening with Camilla. The 
next day he did not visit her, nor the 
next. Weeks passed and ho soomed 
to have disappeared from the city. 
She fell sick of fever at last, and on 
that same day the Count knelt before 
the Pope and told his story, llo had 
been stricken with epilepsy iu the 
street. With this distaso hauging 
over him he dared not marry. The 
Holy Father bade him interpret the 
affliction as a token of the will of God, 
directing his thoughts heavenward and 
his life to the Church..; He'' sent the 
joung Count a pilgrirn to the shrine 
of Loretto to learu God's will.

It strangely happened on that 
Bume evening, while Ca nilla and her 
mother were sitting together in their 
qniet and comfortable home-, tolking 
over the past and the future eVents,thG 
door ■was suddenly opened and the 
fiaure of a young man clad m black 
iitood beside them. The mother of 



Camilla looking up immediately recog- 
Bized the face as that of Count Mastui 
and gave a cry of joy, but he remained 
perfectly silent and motionless. Cam- 
illa's heart at once sank, for she quick- 
ly discerned (hat he ^ras dressed iu the 
garb of a priest. She now saw that 
all was ended between them. The 
Signora Devoti, not noticing in the 
darkness of the evening the priestly 
robes ho wore, asked quickly, 'MVhoru 
have you been all t'uis time and why 
have you so deserted us?" "I have 
been on a pilgrimage to Loretto," ho 
quietly replied, "and subsequently to 
the convent of St. Agnes, where I was 
anointed a priest." The Signora De- 
voti nearly fainted on hearing those 
words, so unexpected by her, but Ca- 
milla remained perfectly calm, and 
forcing a smile, said, in her gentle 
voice: "It is well that you havo come 
to me; heaven has sent you iu my hour 
of need to give me counsel and sup- 
port. My brother is absent and I havo 
none other; will you take his place, as 
his old friend and companion, and 
advise me? The Baron Camucini 
seeks my hand in marriage; my mother 
earnestly wishes it; what shall 1 do? 
Will you now counsel mo how to act?" 
"I would strongly advise that you ac- 
cept him as your husband," said the 
young prieit, "for 1 know him well 
as being the' most amiable and honor- 
able, having every quality to iusare 
your future happiness. 1 will unite 
you in holy ■\Tedlock to tho man you 
will love and who will prove a true 
and tender husband to you, but let it 
be soon, lor I cannot tarry long; I have 
my mission to accomplish and havo 
come but to say farewull. In a tew 
days I leave for the convent of Sini- 
gaglia, tho city of ray early childhood, 
thereto piepare myself before leaving 
Italy on a long journey as I intend to 
prepare for and devote myself to a 
monastic life." A few days later Ca- 
milla Devoti knelt before iho altar by 
the side of the Baron Camucini, and 
the holy rites wei9 performed by the 
young priest, Mastai Ferretti, who, 
after joining their hands, fervently 
prayed that God would blets them and 
theirs forever. 

Years after, when time in its mnny 
changes had placed Count Mastai on 
the Papal throne as Pius IX, at one 
of the usual Thursday receptious at 
the Vatican, when ladies of rank are 
presented to his Holiness, tho Baron- 
ess de Kinaky, an old friend of Car- 
dinal Antonelli's, presented a plain 
and venerable looking matron, whoso 
features still bore traces of great 
beauty. She happened to be amoug 
the last presented, and ' on her name 
being mentioned an emotion was vis- 
ible in the expressive face of the Pope. 
The lady bent her knee for his" bene- 
diction, and looking quietly iu his 
face, said with a voice full of the sweet 
ness and mel»dy of other days: "Holy 
Father,' I have come to beg of you a 
great favor— that you receive my- 
grandson inio your Garde d'Elito. 
They hesitate to receive him because 
of his delicate appearance; but ho is 
well and strong, and most eager to 
devote his life to the Holy Father." 
Having thus expressed her desiio she 
showed a slight emotion, but casting 
her eyes upon the ground awiiitod 
quietly bis reply. Pius IX well umlt'r- 
Btood how sbu felt from his o-wn past ex- 
perieuce, so kindly laying his hand on 
her white head in bonediotion, said iu 
gontlo tones: "I know too woU tho pain 
and mortifi"alion of snch a refusiil, having 
once experienced it. Your wish shall bo 
fultilled, and your cratulaon shall at once 
enter my Garde d'Elite." After speaking 
he then qniokly walked towards one of 
the side walks, and intimated to one of 
tho Camerieri, who prepared to follow 
him, that he wished to bo iilone. 

Tho following day, meeting tlio Baron- 
e«s de Kinsky, he said to hor: •'! know- 
that you are an old and dear friend of tho 
Baroness Camucini, und that she has 
spoken to you of tho days gone by, and I 
will also tell you, my daughter, a secret 
that until now has long lain hidden in my 
heart, but which now ihi> old man may 
reloiise from its prison and con^ocrato as 
a Liht suluto to his early friend." IIo 
then recounted tho reuson why he had 
left Camilla fio suddenly at the time, and 
why he had taken the priestly vows, fol- 
lowing, as be believed, a direct call from 
God.

Liabilities of Steamboat Companies. 

Editor Colonist. —The caso of RuefF 
& Co vs. Morse reported in this morning's 
Colonist draws attention to the following 
very important fact, viz: That the Mail 
Stourabhip Company by its printed bill of 
hilling throws, or endeavours to throw, 
upon the consignoe, all lo^s on account of 
damage to goods, even when caused by 
the negligence of the Company or its ser- 
vant--. 

It is well that the commercial men of 
this city should thoroughly nnderstand 
tho position taken by the Company and 
adopt some plan for protecting their in- 
terest. 

Whether, os a matter of law, tho stipu- 
lation exempting the Company from lia- 
bility will hold good is reported to be 
doubtful; but until there is a distinct de- 
cision upon tho point, shippers are placed 
at serious disadvantage. Sional.

fr(mi their fiontier dress and long whips, 
which were doubled up in their hands, 
were returning to Ihe stock raising coun- 
try, east of the Cascades.' Take th ni, all 
in all, they were a motley freight of hu- 
man souls, sharp and intelligent looking, 
withal excellent representatives of a young 
and prosporons country. Some wore er- 
oountiug scenes of early days, when the 
future seemed dark and hopeless. Others 
wore speaking of tho vast fortunes which 
had been mado in the quartz mines, and 
of the extraordinary riuhness of the ore; 
how the most inexperienoed had suddenly 
become rich, and were building palatial 
residences on the banks of tho lovely Fra 
sor. My brain whirled with excitement, 
wheu I thought of tha many chances I 
had lost through my want of fortitude in 
early days, when time and patience wonld 
have made me equal participator ia the 
general success. At Ladner s Landing a 
crowd of anxious faces were waiting to 
receive us. Substantial lovoes had been 
constructed along the south bank of the 
Eraser and a town of considerable im- 
portauco had been built to meet the ro- 
quiromonts of a large agricultural dis- 
trict; for tho tidal lands had boon reclaim- 
ed by public and private enterprise, and 
the whole of that wide expanse of oonntry 
was one unbroken mass of waving grain. 
It took fully two hours to unload freight, 
and it seemed to give no little pleasure to 
those anxious to proceed onward when 
tho cheering sound was heard, " cast 
loore," and uway wo sped over tho rush- 
ing torrent of water, for tho river was 
swollen by a thotisand tributaries of dis- 
solving snow. Except that the river 
banks wore protected from inundation in 
the lowest places, ond the country cleared 
for agiicultural purposes, thero was no- 
thing of moment to describe between 
Lttdnor's Landing and New Westminsfor, 
which we were rapidly approaching. How 
can I forget the scene which like magic 
broke in on the view as wo rounded tho 
bend of tho rivor. Tho town was built on 
botti sides of tho river and had wharves 
oxtouding along the two fronts. Tha 
steam hammer of an adjacent foundry, 
combined with the hum of circular saws, 
and tho pit, pit, pat of the boiler makers, 
strokes, ond other sounds of busy life, 
created quite a babel of confusion, Bnt 
thiii was nothing compared to tho almost 
Oriental grandeur of the peorloss city of 
tho Mainland, for its streets had been 
properly graded, and intersected each 
other nt right angles, disclosing to view 
regular rows of buildings, which seemed 
to be perched at stated intervals one above 
the other. Tbo public school and the 
spires of several churches towered far 
above tho rest and added to their varie- 
gated beauty. A public .promenade or 
Commercial street extended uU along tho 
front to the lunatic asylum, and the in 
tervening space between the asylum and 
what used to be the old town, was dotted 
with villas occupied by fortunate miners, 
and bugines men. Steamers plied daily 
between Yalo and New Westminster, and 
each boat on its arriv/tl had the appear- 
ance of having been on an excursion trij), 
rather than on a voyage in the strict re- 
qnirementi; of trade. All the foundrys, 
and boiler works were engaged ohi&fly 
with the manufacture of mining machiu- 
ery, with the exception of one, which 
made tho casting of stoves a speciality. 
The canning establishmonts were remov- 
ed, some above and others below Weat- 
minHtec; the recklessness of nomo of thoso 
engaged in this business had somewhat 
damaged the enterprise. There were sev- 
eral large or first class hotels, bnt the 
most imposing cdilice as well as the most 
fashionable, was tho Western Terminus 
Hotel, and occupied a commanding posi 
tion overlooking both ap()ri'ach*-8 to the 
city. Transferring my baggage to tl.e 
steamer Western Outlet, wo wore again 
moving swiftly forward, most of those I 
noticed on iho Wc.-ti m Hemisphere, wore 
my fellow i)as8cugor8 again, with the ad- 
dition of many more, who were hurrying 
forward to tho great centre of attraction 
Cariboo, and the beautiful resorts on the 
Eraser; for draining and dyking bad done 
its work most effectively. The lunds 
formerly flojded with water were cover 
ed with crops of po'atoes, wboat, barley 
and clover, and the higher lauds produced 
bountiful crops of oats. Too st.iguant 
pools of fornuT years which croatod my- 
li.ids of big flies and littlo flies to tho dis- 
may and torment of the settlers, had now 
been drained and flood gates had been 
constructed so as to discharge interior 
water and prevent t.ho inflow of tho river. 
Along Maplo Riiigo weru some beautiful 
Gotliic stnietures tho Lioraes of many who 
liad been successful in life and songhl 
jdeasuie in contenfmont. At tho ond of 
Maplo Ridge tliere was a nice thriving 
town called "Hiawatha" which derived its 
support Irom the Pitt and Burton Praii ies , 
which had also been reclained by an 
American Company. There was a sub- 
stantial wharf and warehouso erected 
hero; also a woolen mill which I was in 
formed employed about 100 operatives 

iall white labor) and had constant work, 
langley had retained its old narao but 
had not progressed like other places 
Al)0ve Langloy and nt ttjo Northwest cor 
ner of tho Mat.--qui, on wliat was former- 
ly know as tho Bunstor Tract was situat- 
the pleasant to\Mi of Prattsville; this silo 
having been selected for sanitary roatous 
as it was about 70 feet above the bottom 
lands of the valley and offered better fa 
cilities for drainage. I was informed that 
tho Derby dyking scherao had been sue 
cossfully carried out imd that tho whole 
of tho valloy was thickly populated. On 
a portion of tho prairio formerly owned 
by Mr. Sword, a colony of the dusky sons 
of toil, from tho Southern Slates of 
Amoiicn was located, and were SUCCeaS' 
fully engaged in tho production of tobac- 
co, v.'liicli I was told was proving a for- 
tiiuo to its industrious owners. While 
the freight was being disclmrgeil, and in 
order to get a better view of tuo country. 
I abconded tho lafty turret or belfry of 
the courthouse, and from that elevated 
position was favored with one of tha most 
piotuiesquo viows I had overseen before. 
Fi.r away in tho disianco under the stiado 
ofthoSumaa mountains, could be seen 
hore and there, preity white farm houses, 
with their orchards and shade trees in 
close proximity to each hoiiso. Tha laud 
was subdivided into fields ncotly foncoil, 
and shodo treos jilantod round ouch boun- 
dary lino. Macadamized roads led to all 
the important parts of tbo valloy, nr. 1 
like a liugo serpent, the trail of thu Lovoe 
which formed a bulwark to tho encroach- 
ments of the Frazer oonld be traced with 
tho eye from the Northeast corner of the 
valley, to tho foot of tho town of h»voly 
Pruttsvillo. Tho waving crojis of grain 
and oorn inlersperted with i)aHlure fields, 
meadown, wn\ jiatidiesof beans, and poas, 
and other cereals, foriiii d a variegated 
view alaiost impo?siblo lo describe. I felt 
us if I could stay there always; for in that 
lovely valley there wat no war, no orime,

plenty, peace, boauty, and contentment. 
Tho houise whistle of tha steamer broke 
my pleasing soliloquy and I hastened be- 
low, just in time to step aboard befoio 
she was out loose.
